His remarks were es- 


pecially interesting from the fact that 
the conditions and modus operand! are 
so materially different from what is 
pursued in this region. 


E. Peycke of Kansas City also ad- 


dressed the meeting. Mr. Peycke's 
tirm ia one of the largest distributors 
of cranberries 
in 
America and he 


handles berries from all over the 
country. H.e stated that his customers 
had been greatly pleased by the "Wis- 
consiniberries and he had experienced 
no difficulty in disposing of them when 
once they had been tried. He stated 
that he expected to not only hold all 
of his customer;: for Wisconsin berries 
the coming year, but also to greatly 
increase the number of patrons. 
He 


attributed his success with the Wis- 
consin berries to the fact of their be- 
ing excellent keepers also the excellent 
manner in which they were packed, 
stating that often he was able to sell 
a carload by the exhibition of a single 
barrel! to the customer alongside of 
eastern berries.

The matter of pay for pickers by 


local men was discussed and although 
no price was set, it was the general 
opinion that it should be 40 cents a 
bushel with a bonus of five cents a 
bushel for those remaining tiie en- 
tire season. 


The crop for this year so far as 


could be estimated from the reports 
submitted by those present was put at 
40,000 barrels for Wisconsin. This is 
more than twice what the crop was 
last year, it being only 18.000 barrels. 


Judge John A. Gaynor gave a talk 


on the matter of blueberries and in- 
troduced a resolution that was passed 
unanimously asking for aid from the 
state in assisting to experiment in the 
culture of this much neglected 
fruit. 


This action was considered necessary 
from the fact that the blueberry crop 
.'(-.Cms to be diminishing every year 
the same as the cranberries have in 
their wild state and it is considered

ihat. if young, it will have u liue, 
smooth, open grain, a good wholesome 
redness of color, and will feel tender, 
while ihe fat should be white rather 
'.ban yellow—the whiter and tinner the ' 
better. 
Indeed, when the fat of beef 


is of a deeji or dull color the meat is 
seldom good, and should be systemati- 
cally avoided. When fed with oil cakes 
the fat of beef will be usually of thii 
color and the llesh llabby. In the se- 
lection of any cut of beef whatever. ;i 
strict observation of these simple rules 
will snlticc to Insure even the most in- 
experienced buyer against imposition. 
Then, again, if |H-i-f is over fresh or loo 
recently killed, the fact will make itself 
apparent by (he smell which will be/ 
suggestive of 
excessive 
bloodiness, 


quite as readily as in the case of over- 
kept or tainted beef, whose odor Is 
sickening.

In the market buyers sometimes pre- 


fer small but fully ripened strawberries 
to larger ones picked too green. 


The grape is considered

healthful of all fruits. Every one who 
has a garden, a yard or a wall can grow 
japes. 


In starting a young orchard look af- 


ter the trees often, nnd wherever a limb 
is found crossing another limb cut it 
out. 


I'lum trees should be sprayed 
with 


Bordeaux 
mixture, but it should lie 


weaker than for apples, or it will burn 


J''iru Plant Lyonnese. 


Cut the plant Into slices one-third of 


an inch thick, chop a good-sized'onion 
line and lightly brown in two fable- 
spoonfuls of oil; then put in the slices 
of egg plant, seasoned with salt, pap- 
rika and a little grated nutmeg; cover 
with some good stock or brolh and sim- 
mer gently until tender. Lay the slices 
carefully on a hot dish; 
thicken the 


sauce slightly and pour over the slices; 
garnish with French fried, potatoes or 
with toast points and serve with pota- 
toes basiled and browned in the oven. 
Fresh cooked mushrooms may be add- 
ed to the sauce. 


Deviled Meat. 


Cut thick slices of umlenlonc meat, 


nnd make deep gashes on both sides; 
put into a plate a teaspoonful of raus- 
lard. a tablespoonful of oil, a teaspoon- 
fill of vinegar, a few drops of lemon 
juice, and a grain of cayenne. 
Work 


these ingredients together, and work 
the paste well into the gashes by rub- 
bing, (irease the gridiron, having it 
licit, and turn the 
meat often 
until 


done. Serve on a hot dish, will] sauce 
made- of melted butter, parsley chopped 
fine, lemon juice a few drops, and pep- 
per and salt. 


Apple, pear and plum trees should be 


planted in every poultry 
yard. 
They 


will afford shade for the fowls and the 
poultry will destroy many insects. 


I'lum trees do not generally require, 


as ranch pruning as apple trees. Prun- 
ing should 
done as early in the 


spring as possible, before the sap 
starts. 


There is no section of country where 


some variety of every kind of 
fruit 


will not do well. Experiment with 
fruit until you find varieties suited to 
your locality. 


Most plums should be picked for 


market a few days before they 
are 


thoroughly ripe. 
Even for home ut-e 


they are better just before they are per- 
fectly ripe.—Germantown Telegraph.

Judgs Vinja .Sustains tha County 


Commissioners In Every 


Point Raised.

BUDDHISTS VISITED THIS CONTI- 


NENT IN FIFTH CENTURY. 


1'rofesior Frier, of Ibe University of 


California, IB Kesponkible for Tbi»- 
Ihe Evidence Is Documentary—An- 
cient Kecord Still 1'reserved iuCliinuu 


Prof. Fryer of the L'uivors-iiy of Cal- 


ifornia brings to light new evidence j 
tending to prove that Kuddhist priests j 
discovered America l.WA* years before ; 
the sailing of Columbus. "The evidence ; 
is both documentary and substantial," j 
says Harper's Monthly. 


Uf the evidence of early Chinese doc- 


uments. Prof. Fryer says: 


"The narrative states that "here was 


a 
Buddhist priest named Hui Sben, 


originally a native of Cahul, who, in 
the year 4'M A. I)., during the reign of 
the Kmperor Yung Yuan, came from 
the country of Fusang to Kingcbow,- 
tbe capital of the dynasty of Tsi, situ- 
ated on the Kiver Yang-tse. The coun- 
try being in a state of revolution, it 
was not till the year fiO'.! that he had 
an opportunity of going to the court of 
tin- Kmperor Wu Ti, of the new Liang 
dynasty. He gave presents to the Km- 
peror of curious articles brought from 
Fusing, among which was a material 
looking like silk, but the threads of 
which could 
support a great weight 


without breaking. This was evidently 
the liber of the Mexican agave. He 
also presented a mirror of 
a foot in 


diameter, possessing wonderful proper- 
ties, and resembling those in use in 
Mexico and other localities In America 
nt that time. The Kmperor treated him 
as an envoy from Fusang, and deputed 
one of the four principal feudal lords, 
named Yu Kle, to Interrogate him re- 
specting the country, and to take down 
his story' in writing. Tills was accord- 
ingly done, and we have what is un- 
doubtedly the original text, witli only 
perhaps here and there a typographical 
error which can be easily explained. 


"Among other things, l l u i Shon said 


that the people of Fusang were former- 
ly in ignorance of 
the 
doctrines of 


P.uddlia, but during tlie reign of 
the 


Chinese Kmperor Ta .Ming, of the Kung 
dynasty, or A. I > . -loS, there were live 
bikshus, 
or 
Uuddhlst monks from 


Cabnl; who traveled there and promul- 
gated the knowledge of tlie doctrines, 
books and Images of Buddhism. Their 
labors were successful, so that they or- 
dained monks from among the natives, 
and thus the customs and manners of 
Hie people were soou reformed. 
He 


gave particulars of the journey through 
the Aleutian Islands and Alaska, witii 
tlie length of the route and n descrip- 
tion of the inhabitants. 
He described 


the country of Kusang as 20,000 11, or 
(!,uOO miles, to the east of Kamschatka, 
and also due east from China. It grows 
great numbers of fusang trees, which, 
when they first appear above ground, 
are like bamboo shoots, and the people 
eat them. Threads are spun from the 
skin of the plant, which are woven into 
cloth from which clothing is made, or 
else it is made into embroidery. They 
also use the fibrous material oC the 
fusang for making paper. 
These and 


many other features seem to point un- 
mistakably to the Mexican agave. Red 
pears are mentioned, which agree iu 
description with the fruit of tlie prickly 
pear, while grapes are represented as 
plentiful. There is plenty of copper, 
but no iron; and no money value is put 
on gold or silver. Their markets are 
free and there are no fixed prices. 


"The manners and customs of 
(lie 


people, their forms 
of 
government, 


their marriage and funeral ceremonies, 
their food and clothing, the method of 
constructing. their_bouses, the absence 
of soldiers and military weapons, cities 
and 
fortresses, 
are 
all particularly 


noted, and agree with what is found in 
no country bordering on the 
Pacific, 


except on the continent of America in 
general, and in Mexico in particular. 
To suppose that llui Kbcn could have 
invented all these statements, and that 
bis story can be satisfactorily explain- 
ed upon any other theory than that he 
had actually made the journey which 
he so truthfully and soberly describes 
is, to say the least of it, absurd."

planted in every poultry yard. They 
will afford shade for the fowls and the 
poultry will destroy many insects. 


Plum trees do not generally reqtiire 


as much pruning as apple trees. Prun- 
ing should be done as early in the 
spring as possible, before the sap 
starts. 


There is no section of country where 


some variety of every kind of 
fruit 


will not do well. Experiment with 
fruit until you find varieties suited to 
your locality. 


Most plums should be picked for 


market a few days- before they are 
thoroughly ripe. Eves for home use 
they are better just before they are per- 
fectly ripe.—Germantown Telegraph.

BUDDHISTS VISITED THIS CONTI- 


NENT IN FIFTH CENTURY. 


WINNER OF $40,000 OKLAHOMA HOflESTEAD. 


Professor Fryer, of tjxe University of 


California, I* "Responsible for Tbis—. 
1h.e Evidence Is Documentary—An- 
cient Record Stili Preserved in China. 


Prof. Fryer of the University of Cal- 


ifornia brings to light new evidence j 
tending to prove that Buddhist priests | 
discovered America l.OCO'years before j 
the sailing of Columbus. "The evidence j 
is both documentary and substantial,'' I 
says Harper's Monthly. 


Of the evidence of early Chinese doc- 


uments, Prof. Fryer says: 


"The narrative states that there was 


a Buddhist priest named Hui Shen, 
originally a native of Cabal, who. in | 
the year 40U A. D.. during the reign of | 
the Emperor Yung Yuan, came from I 
the country of Fusang to Kiugchow,~| 
the capital of the dynasty of Tsl, situ- j 
atc-d on the Kivtr Yang-tse. The coun- j 
try being in a state of revolution, it 
was not till the year 502 that he had 
an opportunity of going to the court of 
the Emperor Wu Ti, of the new Liang 
dynasty. lie gave presents to the Em- 
peror of curious articles brought from 
Kusang, among which was a material 
looking like silk, but ihe threads Of 
which could support a great weight 
without breaking. This was evidently 
the fiber of the Mexican agave. He 
also presented a mirror of a foot in 
diameter, possessing wonderful proper- 
ties, and resembling those in use in 
Mexico and other localities In America 
ax that time. The Emperor treated him 
as an envoy from Fusang, and deputed 
one of the four principal feudal lords, 
named Yu Kie. to interrogate him re- 
specting the country, and to take down 
his story" in writing. This was accord- j 
ingly done, and we have what Is un- j 
doubtedly the original text, with only 
perhaps here and there a typographical 
error which can be easily explained. 


"Among other things. Hui Shen said | 


that the people of Fusang were former- j 
ly ia Ignorance of the doctrines of j 
Budflha. but during the reign of 
the I 


Chinese Emperor Ta Ming, of the Sung j 
dynasty, or A. D. 45S. there were five 
biksims, or Buddhist 
monks from 


Cabul." who traveled there and promul- 
gated the knowledge of the doctrines, 
books and images of Buddhism. Their 
labors were successful, so that they or- 
dained monks from among the natives, 
and thus the customs and manners of 
the people were soon reformed. 
He 


gave particulars of the journey through i 
the Aleutian Islands and Alaska, xv 
the ieagth of the route and a descrip- 
tion of the inhabitants. He described 
the co'.mtry of Fusang as 20.000 11. or 
G.500 miles, to the east of Kamschatka, 
and also due east from China. It grows 
great numbers of fusang trees, which, 
when they first appear above ground, 
are like bamboo shoots, and the people 
eat them. Threads are spun from the 
skin of the plant, which are wo^en into 
cloth from which clothing is made, or 
else it is_ Eaade_Jiito embroidery. They 
also use the fibrous material of the 
fasang for making paper. These and 
many other features seem to point un- | 
mistakably to the Mexican agave. Red 
pears are mentioned, which agree in 
description with the fruit of the prickly 
pear. while grapes are represented as 
plentiful. There Is plenty of copper, 
but no iron: and no money value is put 
on gold or silver. Their markets are 
free and there are no fixed prices. 


"The manners and customs of the 


people, their forms of government, 
their marriage and funeral ceremonies, 
their food and clothlr.g, the method of 
constructing their houses, the absence 
of soldiers ana military weapons, cities 
and fortresses, are ali particularly 
uoteo, and agree with what is found In
